Bois. On the left bank of the Meuse 
in the region of Bethincourt the bom- 
bardment was quite intense. 


On the right bank of the rover a

It is believed that 
the men who got away with it may have 
been the two soldiers who escaped from 
jail on Saturday morning previous. Walt­ 
er Foibee, one of the two aoldiers who es­ 
caped from jail, was in the county prison 


Ilanover from(iettysburg cantonment was 
made on Wednesday evening, but proved 
a failure owing to “leakage" in the bastile. 
Shortly before 9, six members of the mili­ 
tary police force of the camp in charge of 
a captain arrived in town, making the trip 
by automobile. 
Thev started snatching 
up all the men in khaki who were around 
and placed them in the village bastile. Af­ 
ter fourteen men were housed in the “little 
brick cottage” the M. P ’e. took another 
soldier back and found the place almost a 
wreck and that t°n of their captives had 
escaped. 
Tho front and back doors had 
almost been torn from their hingep, while 
the bars on the windows were bent far 
enough apnrt to permit (ho men to crawl 
through. 
Out of justice to the men who 
refused to join the jail-breakers, they were 
released after giving their names.

men however who did not have taiis were 
taken along back to camp and also some 
clothing which the escaped soldiers had 
eft behind.

Cocl and 
fold in the stiffly beaten whites of two 
oggs; turn into a buttered dish or cus- 
tard cups and stand them in hot water 
in the oven to cook for half an hour 
Serve at once with brown bread sand 
wichea whfch have been spread with 
butter and chopped green peppers. 


Combination Salad.—Chop in a chop 


ping bowl five fresh green peppers, the 
sweet ones. There should be a cupfu 
of the pulp. Remove tho pulp from 
a grapefruit, mix with tho pepper, add 
ing chopped blanched chestnuts which 
have been cooked until soft, then 
mashed. Make nests of curly lettuce 
heap in the grapefruit, sprinkle with 
the peppers and stir the chestnuts into 
the mayonnaise dressing and heap on 
the salad. Serve ice cold. 


Emergency Dessert.—Beat yolks of 


two ejrgs light, add a cupful of milk 
one half a cupful of maple sirup and 
mix well. Slice bread in thin slices, 
dip in mil1* and egg and fry in hot 
fat.

soil for as much as twenty years, so 
that they are very difficult to eradi- 
cate.

method of disinfecting a region where 
anthrax has gained a hold is to flood 
the land. The spores will float away 
and may be disposed of by this 
method, provided the drainage ulti 
mately reaches a large river and is 
carried to the sea; for they remain ac- 
tive a long time, and if allowed to set 
tie and dry will become actively i»

Oatmeal 
Scones.—To 


one cupful of well-cooked 
oatmeal porridge add one 
cupful of milk, one ta- 
blespoonful 
of 
melted 


butter, one teaspoonful 
of brown sugar and a 
little salt. 
Mix these 


ingredients well. Sift two teaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, with one cup- 
ful of flour and stir in the mixture, 
adding flour to make the dough stiff 
enouglh. to handle. Roll out half an 
inch thick, cut with a sharp biscuit 
cutter and bako a delicate brown on 
a hot buttered griddle. 


Honey Cakes.—Beat to a cream a 


half cupful of strained honey. Stir in 
two cupfuls of flour, sifted with two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder and a 
half cupful of chopped filberts. Let 
this mixture stand over night to be- 
come thoroughly cold, but do not 
freeze. Roll out very thin and cut in 
fancy shapes, sprinkle with nuts. 


Danish Jelly.—Cut a bunch of fresh 


rhubarb into inch pieces and put into 
a baking dish, sprinkle with a cupful 
of granulated sugar and a cupful of 
boiling water. 
Cook until the sirup 


is thick. Squeeze over the fruit the 
juice of half a lemon and remove from 
the fire. Then add enough bread- 
crumbs to absorb the sirup and turn 
into a mold to harden. Turn out on 
a chop plate or platter and surround 
with whipped sweetened cream. 


A simple dessert, and one well 


liked by everybody, is a pastry shell 
baked, then filled with any kind of 
fruit, covered with whipped cream and 
served at once before the crest is 
soaked if the fruit is Juicy. 


Nut Bread.—Mix together two cup- 


fuls of graham flour, one cupful of 
white flour, one tablespoonful of brown 
sugar, one-half cupful of broken nut 
meats, one-half cupful of raisins and 
dates, mixed and finely cut. 
When 


well mixed, add two tablespoonfuls of 
molasses, one teaspoonful of soda, dis- 
solved in a tablespoonful of hot water, 
and a cupful and a half of sour milk.

Gettysburg Made Dry. 


Acting on instructions from Washing* 
ton which designated as a military camp 
the Gettysburg National Park, United 
States Attorney Rogers L. Burnett, of 
»Scranton, on Tuesday issued an order for 
the closing at noon on Wednesday of all 
saloons and the bars of the Elks and 
Eagles in Gettysburg within half a mile of 
the camp. 
The ext ration of this order 
puts Gettysburg on the “dry” column, ns 
*11 of the saloons there and at least one 
wholesale house are in the prescribed zone, 
being within one-half mile by the air line 
of the camp of the 00 Regt., at the end of 
S. Washington# street. 
Seven bars were 
put out of business as follows, Engl»* Ho­ 
tel, Hotel Gettysburg, Washington House, 
City Hotel, Lincoln Way Hotel, Battle* 
field Hotel, Hotel Wabash, the Kimple 
liquor Store, and the Gettysburg Bottling 
W orks. 
The closing order was handed to 
United States Marshal W. I. Magee, who 
went to Gettysburg on Wednesday to en­ 
force it, giving official notice of the action 
less than an hour before the tirne set for 
closing. 
The order not only hits all bars 
in the boro within the half mile radius, 
but applies to all plaecs where liquor is 
sold outside of the borough within five 
miles of the camp 
All the hotels in the 
county are outside of the five mile zone. 
The Bonneauville hotel, is closest and 
even that has a margin of about a half 
mile. 
The Hunterstown hotel, next near­ 
est, is even farther outside of the five mile 
zone. 
Many complaints have been re­ 
ceived by Burnett s office about the sell­ 
ing to soldiers encamped in Gettysburg 
and the wholesale house has been specified 
as a leading offender. 
Bars in surrounn- 
ing towns are said to be doing a land of­ 
fice business. 
Tho order was hard on 
Gettysburg’s hotel keepers and thirsty 
Gcttysburgian’s 
The ban will b -3 lifted 
immediately upon the close of the camp. 
Local hotelmen have decided to stop 
the sale of bottled beer whiskey and wine 
and will despense liquor over the bar in 
glasses only. 
This action has been taken 
to prevent liquor falling into the hands of 
soldiers and minors in New Oxford, and it 
is a commendable one

Booz-Carrying Jitneys 
Lose Gettysburg License. 


For the violation of a federal order, for­ 
bidding liquor on the battlefield, permits 
to haul people over the avenues of the N a­ 
tional Park were taken from thirteen li­ 
censed drivers. 
Coming at this time it 
helps greatly to make Gettysburg bone 
dry as it will make drivers careful about 
taking soldiers to other towns tu get liquor 
to take into camp 
The report of the alleged violations is 
signed by James B. Aumcn and tells that 
investigation and search of automobiles 
coming from Emmitsburg showed that 
they had intoxicating liquors in them or on 
persons in them, and had soldiers of the 
U. S Army as passengers. 
The amounts 
range from two to eight quarts of whiskey, 
the total for the thirteen cars being sixty- 
one quarts 
The offense occurred between 
the hours of 10:45 p m. and 2:30 a. m. on 
the night of September 12th, and all the 
vehicles were searched on Section 4, West 
Confederate avenue. 
Prosecutions brought against Emmits- 
burg men for selling liquor to soldiers fell 
fiat in Emmitsburg last week when it was 
ruled that there was not sufficient evidence 
against the alleged violators.

Against out will* wo 
liavo boon 
forced into the greatest conflict ovor 
known. 
Our national lifo and liber­ 
ties and those of our children are at 
stake, and we are in this war with 
* i 
very meager preparation. 
Fortunate­ 
ly in the last three years to supply 
the allies we have learned how to 
manufacture in largo quantity guns, 
munitions and other 
war 
supplies. 
This has given us tons of thousands 
of mechanics and artisans so trained 
that a largo output of those war nec­ 
essities can be quickly had. 
This war has made clear what wo 
nil ought to have known and that is 
that the volunteer system of service 
utterly fails In a crisis, besides being 
obviously unjust and 
undemocratic. 
Experience shows there is only one 
plan that wilil work and that is uni­ 
versal military training and service. 
Aside from the training that will now 
be-given the men called by the selec­ 
tive draft, wa must permanently adopt 
the plan of giving every young man 
before ho enters a business career at 
least six months of intensive training 
to build up his physique and develop 
him in strength and virility. Nothing 
else will do so much for him ; those 
men to be subject to call for service, 
and they should be made available for 
any kind of service necessary to main­ 
tain the army and navy in time of 
war. It is quite as necessary to plow 
corn as to dig trenches. A man may bo 
able to render a higher service to his 
country behind the plow or at a lathe 
in a workshop than by operating a 
machine gnu in a battle line. 
Every­ 
one must be brought to understand 
that ho owes a duty to his country 
that in a crisis must be paid in per­ 
sonal service of such kind as the coun­ 
try may require of him. 
No matter 
what that service may be, six months 
of Intensive military training is the 
host possible preparation he can have 
for i t 
In return for the blessings and op­ 
portunity's of freedom we e n jo y , wo 
owe our country a duty that must bo 
paid even if lifo must be sacrificed. 
We have no right to shirk responsibil­ 
ity and endeavor to place the burden 
upon others. 
We must win this war. or God help 
us. 
Germany is a mighty foe and to 
defeat her we must go the limit. 
If 
we do not win, liberty and popular gov­ 
ernment may be lost to the world. 
There Is one lesson we must 
now 
learn, that we should have learned 
years ago, and that Is never again to 
be caught in a position where we are 
so completely unready to defend our­ 
selves. 
We must adopt and perma­ 
nently maintain 
universal 
military 
training. 
Without this our national 
life will never bo secure. There is no 
assurance that the present will be the 
last war. 
Such predictions have been 
made after every war. 
There is only 
one way and that is to be strong and 
ready. It is quite probable that if we 
had been prepared the kaiser would 
not have trampled upon our rights and 
we would not have boon forced into 
this awful war. 
Now that we are In, 
we must go through to the end and the 
harder we fight the sooner it will be 
over.

A brown sauce made from two tablo- 
spoonfuls of flour browned in two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, to which a 
cupful of water or stock and a half 
teaspoonful of salt is added, may be 
served over the turnovers.

Clever Scientists Have 
Often Proved Hopelessly 
Wrong in Their Conclusions. 


Sir Humphrey Davy’s dogmatic pro­ 
nouncement against gaslighting is not 
the only instance of a clover scientist 
being hoples^Iy wrong. The early his­ 
tory of submarine cabling furnishes 
two striking examples. 
Consulted on the scientific side of 
the project, Farraday asserted that the 
first cables were made too small. Then 
he said that “the larger the wire the 
more electricity would be required to 
charge it,” and in this quite incorrect 
opinion he was supported by other emi­ 
nent scientists. 
As a result of this 
dictum the current was increased until 
the operation “electrocuted” »the wire 
and the cable broke down. 
It was Lord Kelvin who by sending 
messages through heavy cables with 
incredibly weak electric current proved 
that Faraday was mistaken, says the 
Kehobolh Sunday Herald. 
Airy submitted the project to mathe­ 
matics and arrived at the conclusion 
that a cable could not be submerged to 
the necessary depth and that if it could 
no 
recognizable 
signal 
could’ bver 
travel from Ireland to Nova Scotia. 
In aviation the late Doctor New­ 
comb, one of the most distinguished 
mathematicians the world has ever 
produced, declared that^ie had mathe­ 
matically investigated all the condi­ 
tions operating against the heavier- 
than-air machine and was convinced 
that the airplane would never be any 
more than a scientific toy, and.the pos­ 
sibility of an airplane motor being re­ 
liable in the reduced atmospheric pres­ 
sure above 3,000 foot was by several 
experts said to he out of the question.

In 1797 
Timothy Harris of England succeeded 
in making the first solid-headed pin. 
In 1824 an American named Wright 
made a great improvement over Har- 
ris' method, and in 1S31 John I. Howe 
of New York city invented a machine 
for making pins as wo now have them. 
At one period, when pins were ex- 
pensive luxuries, it was customary to 
give a young lady a certain amount 
on her marriage for "pin money." The 
custom disappeared long ago. but the 
term "pin money" remains.

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GERMANS PAUSE 


IN VERDUN RUSH 


W Weal Unmade Con- 
. tines Along ttie Front. 
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French Storm Foe's Trench 
In 
Le 


j Pretie Wood—Say Teuton Lowes 


? Are Heaviest of War. 
: A pronounced pause has come in 
the 
German 
offensive 
operations 


Against Verdun, so far aa the infantry 
arm is concerned, according to the 
official bulletins from Paris. 


Sunday passed without infantry ad- 


vances, and the crown prince's troops 
did not leave their trenches for an at- 
tack at any point Sunday night, we 
French war office says. 
The Berlin headquarters statement 


confirms the French report of the 
comparative infantry quiet prevailing 
around Verdun. 


All along the Verdun front and far 


ther west along the Aisne river, gi- 
gantic artillery 
duels 
raged. The 


thunder of the big guns could be heard 
on the outskirts of Paris. 


The kaiser is again on the Verdun 


front and it Is believed he will remain 
there until the battle is decided one 
way or another, says the Paris Matin. 
He is attending daily councils of war 
with his generals, Insisting that fur- 
ther efforts be made to take the fort 
ress despite the terrible losses suf- 
fered by the Germans up to date. 


The German losses in the fighting 


around Fort Vaux, five miles north- 
east of Verdun, Friday and Saturday, 
eurpass all previous records in this 
war: according to officers who .have 
returned to Paris from Verdun. 


Time and time again, and with ex- 


traordinary courage, the Germans in 
columns of four deep, ruslied from 
their, trenches, only to melt away un- 
der the fire of the French 75, 150 and 
210 millimeter 
guns, which rained 


shells with deadiy accuracy into the 
marching companies. When the smoke 
and dust cleared nothing was to be 
seen but heaps of bodies. 


The spur on which the fort is situ- 


ated is almost perpendicular in certain 
places. 
The German lines were forced tc 


toaflt, but many Bavarian 
reservists 


climbed up on one another's shoul- 
ders and struggled up the slope, cling- 
ing to angles of rock and gracing 
tufts of grass. 


Again and again these human pyra- 


mids collapsed- into shapeless gray 
»as£«». Where the Incline was easier 
and the attacks therefore more coiv 
centratcd, the ditches below ran red 
..with blood. At the lowest estimate 
the attackers lost two-thirds of their 
effective's. 


The fighting also was desperate in 


the extreme when regiments 1'rom the 
fifteenth and eighteenth German army 
corps attacked the village of Vaux 
Friday. Dawn was breaking and ovei 
the country hung a heavy white mist. 
making everything Invisible beyond a 
hundred yards. This enabled the Ger 
mans to get within rushing distance 
of the French front trenches, but al- 
though they outnumbered the defend- 
ers six to one, it took four distinct 
assaults before the first column ol 
Germans won the shelter of a smal) 
«roup of houses beyond the church 
of Vaux. 
They then organized an assault up or 


the church, and the French, being un 
able to bring up reinforcements on ac 
count of the German curtain of fire, 
•withdrew their 
advanced 
elements 


•which were in danger of being sur- 
rounded. Five times the North Prus- 
sian regiments rushed to attack the 
cnurch, but every time they left the 
shelter of the ruined houses they were 
fceaten back by the fire from machine 
Sims 
and 
the 
shrapnel from the 


Trench 58-millimeter guns. 


ID the meantime, In their rear, a 


curtain of fire was kept up by the 
•French 72's and 210's, so that it was 
impossible for munitions and 'rein- 
forcements to be brought up for their 
Benefit, and the flght died down on 
Friday night from sheer exhaustion. 


An Amsterdam despatch to the Cen 


<ral News says on account of the Ger 
anan offensive at Verdun, the Dutch 
Belgian frontier has been closed for 
several weeks. 
That part south o: 


Maastricht 
has 
been reopened and 


this is commented on in Holland as 
probably indicating that the Germans 
consider their offensive near an end 
The despatch adds that eighty-one 
more hospital trains with wounded 
Germans from Verdun have passed 
through Luxemburg.
